GUN RUNNERS WORK 

TO EQUIP ARSENAL 


Washington, April 24.—President Wilson and his war staff to¬ 
day proceeded with their plans for operations in Mexico with busi¬ 
ness-like expedition. Every available American warship is steaming 
southward for the Mexican coasts on the Atlantic and Pacific and a 
full brigade of the first army division is shipping in transports from 
Galveston for Vera Oraz. This army force would place more than 
10,000 American troops in the Mexican seaport to hold the city or 
begin offensive operations toward Mexico City with Vera Oraz as a 
base. 

War Funds Not Needed at Present Time 
No farther aggressive movements about Vera Oraz were made 
to-day. The president told callers that for the present no general 
campaign would be begun unless General Huerta declared war or 
sought reprisal for the seizure of the city. The president told Kepre- 
sentative Fitzgerald that no further war funds were needed as yet 
and that none would be asked nnleea a general war wap precipitated 
by Huerta.

Tex., April 24—The re¬ 
inforced fifth brigade, the army's first 
expeditionary brigade for Mexico, 
broke camp at Fort Crockett here and 
at daylight moved to the transports 
waiting to take -them to Vera Crux. 
They were pot expected to sail until 
late this afternoon! The soldiers 
marched from camp ‘ after a night 
virtually without sleep. 

The Camp Crockett regiments. 
Fourth. Seventh. Nineteenth and 
Twenty.-elghth Infantry, comprising 
about 3.500 inen and forming the bulk 
of the brigade, are largely veterans, 
having seen service in the Philippines. 
They worked all night packing and 
cleaning cahip and by daylight not 
only were ready to move hut the 100 
acres they had occupied were almost 
literally broomswept. The whole 
movement passed quietly. Many wives 
of men and officers watched their hus¬ 
bands. 

The Sixth Cavalry also, was ordered 
to sail with all possible dispatch. 
Brigadier-General Frederick Funston. 
who will command the brigade now 
embarking, was waiting at his head¬ 
quarters last night when the sailing 
orders came. He had the orders tele¬ 
phoned back to Galveston, where ths 
whistles of the transports blew a sig¬ 
nal summoning their crews. An hour 
after the order reached Galveston 
every officer in the city knew it and 
was either at camp or on the way.

The word cabinet council waft 
indeed too copious, for they disposed of 
all; they Angered the money; t^ey 
muddled the war; they meddled with 
things they did not understand. 80 that 
m metlmes there was no 'minister* In 
the cabinet council.** 


The cabinet, as a unit of political 
force, has never before si made its 
presence manifest to the public, says 
the London Chronicle. Its power roayj 
be said to have been visible tot the 1 
naked eye. Yet for many centuries 
England managed to carry on her af¬ 
fairs without this council. Its place 
was taken by the privy councillors who 
gathered around the klng< and Instruct- 


1737—George Taylor, second pugilistic 
champion of England, successfully de¬ 
fended his title against Prince Boswell, 
a giant gypsy.
